ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


DEFENCE  OF  CANADA  REGULATIONS. 

WHEREAS  by  order  dated  December  12th, 
1941,  the  Honourable  Ian  Mackenzie,  Min¬ 
ister  of  Pensions  and  National  Health,  author¬ 
ized  me  to  make  provisions  by  order  under 
Article  35  of  the  Defence  of  Canada  Regula¬ 
tions,  in  like  manner  and  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  though  such  order  were  issued  by 
the  said  Minister,  and  further  authorized  me 
to  delegate  my  power  to  act  under  said  Article 
35  to  such  person  or  persons  at  such  time  or 
times  and  for  such  period  or  periods  of  time  as 
the  exigencies  of  the  situation  might  require  or 
as  I  might  deem  expedient : 

And  whereas,  by  order  dated  July  2nd,  1942, 
the  said  Minister  extended  the  powers  con¬ 
ferred  upon  me,  including  the  said  power  of 
delegation,  to  cover  the  amendment  made  to 
said  Article  35,  by  Order  in  Council  P.C.  4933, 
of  the  10th  day  of  June,  1942,  respecting  fire- 
hazards  : 

Now,  therefore,  I  do  hereby  authorize  William 
C.  Mainwaring,  of  650  Burrard  Street,  Van¬ 
couver,  B.C.,  Provincial  Air-raid  Precautions 
Officer,  by  order  to  provide  within  British  Co¬

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
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in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: —
